Tho French luinislry have resigned. 
For some reason not fully explained they 
have steadily refttsed to declare war 
against China, notwithstanding that they 
have waged war for more than a ye^r A 
French army invaded Tuiiiiuiii, and a 
fleet hi.mbnrtled some important aeapurts, 
besides destroyitig a large luunberof Ohi- 
resB war vessela. E.^triu;r!.liij:sry votes of 
public monies wore made from tiuio to 
time to carry o\\ tho cnntlietj but the 
strange policy of withholding the declar- 
ation was persisted in. .As !on<; as French 
Bucccases were eontiiuious the natioii did 
not uruuible; but tliE first reviM-.se has 
produced a ministerial catastrophe and the 
governracut have sudden iy, and without 
previous warning, gone down. The de- 
feat at Langson would seem to have boon a 
serious one. The whole of Toncinin ni!iy 
be .said to be at tlin mercy of the Freiicli 
foroo.s; but a lari;e Oiiiiicio army of 40,000 
men had been coueentrated at Lant^atm, 
which lies just ou the boundary line be- 
tween China proper and the peniiisubir of 
ToiKpiin. It is a fortified town and is 
Bitualeil in the midst of ii rich and pro- 
ductive nistiiel. It was alu-ay.ij aaaertod 
by Eiioliali uritiMS that the tJbiiieae woub! 
make aatubborn .-itandat tliiil place. This 
they have done; and tiit! same cannon that 
discomlitted tho French army have brought 
down tho French ministry.

riuriiig tho lipeiiing up of ihiicoinliy In 
miners and aettlera. liy iefu:iiiig In dis 
cuss therin siigi^estions i.r ol liers liavi ii^,- 
the saniL! object in view ami acting a.n llii-y 
have dono wo Iind tho prusout aspect to 
he this: The Mellakulitlo Indians more 
ombitterod and fnorB than ever deter 
luiiiud to progecuto t heir cl.iiin The In 
iliaiiB at l''oi t Simpson and tho iiiniitli of 
tlie Nana, together Willi tho oii ilyi ng coasi 
tribes forainig a union or leagues fur the 
mutual protection of their loiniiiig and 
laud rights. The Indinna on llie. .Skei'iia 
for whom no reserves of any kind have 
liocti laid out aa yet threatened with an 
inroad of minors re.iiiy to grab any and 
every piece of land where gojil niiiy be 
found and publicly throatcin^d In slioni 
any Indian who may molest them Their 
representations to the goveruincnt slighied 
and every hope of obtaining evon siiupio 
jiislico vanished. But what are tho pros- 
pects for tho future! 

i!y obtaining the aurvoy of the land hy 
force, tho goveniuieiit have iniliatid a 
pr.iotice which, ifcarried out by the Indi.nns, 
will reiiiler it inijiosHilde for prl)^pectors 
and isolated neltlers to remain in that pint 
of tho country. Jiy iierinitling a large 
number nf whitonnai fully aniieil to go into 
a pi.'iicefiil di.slriid. the goveiiiiiieiil are in- 
directly compelling the Imliana to arm 
thomaelvea, too. Tlrtiy are, as a chief r x- 
pressed it in a letter to the gnveriiiueiil, 
coinpelled to nnbuiy the wi-apons w hiidi on 
the advent of Chri.st ianity auioiig liieiii 
they bad buried, anil ucvi-r cxpeeled to see 
exhumed.

Sarakhs, the new outpo.st from which 
Ilussia is now watcliing Herat, stands 
on a rocky ridge overlooking the valley 
of tin: Urri river. Just at the UK'eting 
points of the frontiers of Persia, Af- 
ghanistan, and the Merv ilesiTt, and 
about 170 miles north wost of Herat 
itself. It wa.s formerly a place of con- 
siderabh: stn^nglh, and played an im- 
portant [)art during the long wars be- 
tween Afghanistan and Persia in the 
earlier jiart of the last centuary, but of 
late years it has been entirely neglect- 
ed, and it defences are now in a very 
bad condition. Tho fortress is an ir- 
regular polygon in shape, with eleven 
bastions and numerous intermediau; 
towers for muslccjtry, which must havt; 
been forniidaiily uflective when well 
numned. At the time of tho Rnssian 
occujiation four years ago, however, 
the Persain garrison had dwindled 
down to 700 ill-armed infantry and a 
handful of irregular horsemen-a mis- 
erably inadeijuatt; force to defend a 
))lace wlios'j circuit of walls would 
have retiuireci al. least, ten times that 
nundjt^r — while only one or two of the 
eleven euiuliiiuis iunl old fashioned c;in 
non thiit si.ill liiigen.d ii[iou the crum- 
bling i-iimparls were e.-ipable of being 
fired wiihout hursling, --N. Y. Times.
